Five other attendants corroborat- 
ed Dollard’s testimony that Kern 
was unruly and that he was fre- 
quently placed in the straps. 

Kern, a bill collector, resided at 
3817 Iowa avenue.

Missing Almost

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Vessels 
searching for Amelia Earhart: re- 
ported at 3 p. m. today there were 
no developments in the day’s hunt 


| for the missing aviatrix. 


The battleship Colorado was pro- 
ceeding toward a reef and the sand 
banks north of Winslow Reef while 
the Coast Guard cutter Itasca was 
steaming west from Howland Island. 
The small navy vessel, the Swan, 
was searching east of the island.

HONOLULU, July 8.—The battle 
ship Colorado again sent its three 
planes into the search for Amelia 
Earhart today to scan Winslow 
reef, southeast of Howland Island. 

The planes attempted to find a 
sand bank supposed to be 45 miles 
north of the ref. They tried to 
find the sand bank late yesterday 
in their first aerial search but 
were forced to return tc the Colo- 
rado to refuel two hours and 20 
minutes after their takeoff. 

The search was ocncentrated to- 
day in the northern group of the 
Phoenix Islands, including Canton 
and Enderbury. 

Plans were made to continue the 
hunt southward tomorrow. Search- 
ers said if the Colorado’s planes 
found nothing the area would be 
covered again by fighting planes 
from the aircraft  Tarrier Lexing- 
ton, which is nearing Honolulu on 
the way to the scene. 

Experts said an attempted land- 
ing on some of the islands doubt- 
less would result in a crash. 

They said some of the islands 
offered brackish water to drink 
and coconuts for food but that 
others were barren except for birds 
and fish. 

The battleship Colorado, cruising 
south and east of Howland, cata- 
pulted its three planes at 6:05 last 
night, but they returned to the 
battleship after two hours and 20 
minutes to report no trace had been 
sighted of the missing plane or of 
Miss Earhart and her navigator, 
Fred J. Noonan, who failed to arrive 
at Howland Friday on a 2570-mile 
flight from Lae, New Guinea. 

From the vicinity of Winslow 
Reef the Colorado can catapult its 
planes into a search of many islets 
and reefs in the Northern Phoenix 
Islands. 

Within flying distance to the 
southeast is Canton Island, site of 
the recent South Pacific eclipse ex- 
pedition. Some naval officers con- 
sider it the most likely spot to look 
for the round-the-world flyers. Also 
within reach are McKean and 
Gardner Island, directly south of 
the reef. They are the locale of 
first bearings taken from signals 
received Sunday by commercial and 
governmental stations. 

Another Radio Call Reported. 

What Coast Guard officials in 
San Francisco described as one of 
the most promising developments 
in the way of amateur radio mes- 
sages was reported last night from 
Conrad, Mont. 

Ray Havens,. Conrad creamery 
worker, telephoned the Great Falls 
Tribune that at 10:40 p. m. he heard 
a man’s voice giving a position and 
saying “All’s well.” 

A few minutes later, he said, he 
picked up a second message, which 
he gave as follows: “Position 173 
west longitude and 5 south lati- 
tude.” 

Luke Wright of the Tribune edi- 
torial staff immediately tuned in 
his set of 3105 kilocycles, and re- 
ported he heard a voice, presumahly 
a man’s, but could not distinguish 
the words. 

Coast Guard officials at San 
Francisco said the ‘message ap- 
peared promising for two reasons, 
First, the longitude and latitude in-

Made by Him at Police 


Request.

BINGHAMTON, N., Y., July 8.— 
Manning Strewl 
fakes today two. exhibits. said 
by the Government to be original 
notes demanding ransom for re- 
lease of kidnaped John J. O’Connell 
|Jr., contending he “hand printed” 
| them himself at police’ dictation 
'soon after O’Connell was freed. 
| Strewl, one of eight men on trial 
on charges growing out of th- ab- 
duction, was go-between in negc 
tiations to free the victim. 

_ He testified he was seized on an 

Albany street 12 hours after O’Con- 
_nell’s release and pushed into an 
|}automobile in which there were 
five New York detectives. 

Strewel soid his eyes were band- 
aged and his hands and legs tied 
with cord, after which he was re- 
'moved “to some enclosure.” 

“I was beaten all night with 
some sort of instruments which I 
couldn't see,” he said. “My ‘ody 
was bruised, my eyes were almost 
closed, my head was very much 
| enlarged.” 

Later, he said, he was taken to 
some lake, placed in a_ boat, tied 
up and dropped over the edge of 
i|the craft while detectives ques- 
tioned him. 

Strewl said he recognized three 
'of the detectives as Edward Fitz- 
gerald, Barney Dolan and vames 
O’Connell, all of New York. 

After the boat incident, Strewl 
said he was taken to the Albany 
County District Attorney’s office 
where specimens of his “hand 
| printing” were obtained. The Gov- 
-ernment contends this “hand print- 
'ing” is the same as on some of 
the notes demanding ransom for 
| O’Connell’s release. 
| The police beating took place, the 
'witness said, after the victim’ 
uncle, Daniel P. O'Connell, had 
guaranteed immunity “if I would 
tell who the kidnapers were.” 


Strewl testified yesterday that 
he was an “unwilling” intermediary 
in negotiations to free O’Connell, 
accepting only after being prom- 
ised that he “wouldn’t become in- 
volved in the crime.”

ised him “protection” if he aided in

Repeating the belief of many

WELLES DISCUSSES 


MENACES JO. PEACE 


Under Secretary 
Revival 
Moralit 


of State Says 
of International 
r- Is Needed. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., July 

8 — Sumner Welles, Under-Secre- 

tary of State, said last night that 


if nations overseas would under- 
take to find political readjustments 
of inequities which arose after the 
World War, the American people 
would overwhelmingly favor co- 
operation of their Government in 
a broad program of world peace 
and rehabilitation. 

In an address before the Univer- 
sity of Virginia’s Institute of Pub- 
lic Affairs, Welles said the imme- 
diate danger to the peace of the 
world lay in the conflict of “fun- 
damentally \ antagonistic dogmas 
which men Vie evolved since the 
outbreak of the World War, which 
have had their genesis in want and 
misery, in a sense of injustice, 
social and national, in the belief 
on the part of peoples that through 
the realization of these concepts 
they may attain the remedy for 
the ills from which they have suf- 
fered.” 

Emphasizing that the United 
States has reaffirmed its traditional 
policy of no foreign political en- 
tangliements, he asked what the 
country might do within that limi- 
tation and answered his question 
as follows: 

What America Favors. 

“It is apparently but too little 
recognized, even by our own people, 
that during these past years this 
Government has upon repeated oc- 
casions held aloft and proclaimed 
on every appropriate occasion and 
- {in every practical manner a broad 
program for world rehabilitation 
which, in our considered belief, 
outside of the realm of those po- 
litical readjustments in which we 
have no share, will restore inter- 
national confidence and lay those 
foundations of normal and just in- 
ternational relationships 
mean peace. These are the chief 
features of that program: 

“The revitalization of interna- 
tional morals, which means first 
and foremost the sanctity of the 
pledged word given between na- 
tions: and likewise reaffirmation 
of those salutary tenets of interna- 
tional law which have been pains 
takingly evolved as civilization has 
@dvanced. 

“Second, through the abolition, 
er reduction of all those innumer- 
able artificial 
tional trade which today exist, the 
restoration of peaceful trading in- 
terests between nations. 

“Third, the limitation of even- 
tual reduction of armaments: 

“And fourth, frequent 
ences between representatives of 
governments, and free intercourse 
between their peoples, with free ex- 
change of views and ideas.” 

Welles said if ever the vision of 
true statesmen and the knowledge 
of far-sighted economists were re- 
quired in order that a relationship 
might be established to prepare for 
a juster, fairer and more reason- 
able international life in the future, 
it was after the World War. 

The League of Nations was de- 
signed for this purpose. he said, 
but from the outset had three grave 
handicaps—the vanquished did not 
at first meet victors at the 
council table as sovereign equals, 
great Powers like the United States 
and Russia took no part. and 
the covenant of the League 
“through its incorporation in the 
tragic Treaty of Versailles, became 
to all intents and purposes in the 
formative period of the League, the 
method whereby the inequities, the 
intolerable moral and materia! bur- 
dens, imposed upon the vanquished 
by the victors, might be continued 
for an indeterminate number of 
years.”

HE high price of golf balls 

will get an airing before the 
Federal Trade Commission on 
July 20. According to the charges 
of the F T C, manufacturers of 
golf balls and the Professional 
Golfers’ Association have effected 
a “combination in restraint of 
trade” in golf ball sales and have 
artificially kept up the price of 
balls. 

The commission’ specifically 
charges a combination to destroy 
competition, price fixing, discrim- 
ination and other anti-trust law 
violations. 

It declares that the manufac- 
turers have formed a “close cor- 
poration” with country club pro- 
fessionals under the mantle of the 
P G A and are reaping undue

MORGENTHAU TO INCREASE 
TREASURY'S CASH BALANCE 


Series of Discount Bills Will Keep 
Money on Hand Over a 
Billion Dollars. 
WASHINGTON, July 8 —Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
said today he would start a weekly 
series of $50,000,000 discount bill 
issues Monday to keep the Treas- 
ury’s cash working balance above 
the billion-dollar level. The work- 
ing balance, or ready cash, now 
stands at about $900,000,000. 
In the past, Morgenthau has said 
he wished to retain a big cash fund 
because of “unsettled conditions” 
abroad. Making no reference to 
this today, he said, “We are going 
back to our old policy of keeping 
what I call a ‘comfortable working 
balance’.” 
He said the balance would be 
above one billion dollars.

The suit, brought by James T. |

the Terre Haute brewery and to 
require Baur and the Terre Haute | 
firm to pay an alleged balance due | 
in the sale of the stock. 

The stock was sold to Baur in| 
1935 in connection with a reorgan- 
ization plan approved by the Coutt. 
Under that plan, the ABC Brew- 
ery was authorized to increase its | 
capital stock from 300,000 to 450,- 
000 shares, and stockholders re- 
tained their old stock and were of- 
fered the opportunity to buy a new 
share for $1 for each share they 
held. 

When the brewery failed to ob- 
tain sufficient funds for reorganiza- 
tion by this means, an option was 
given to Baur for the purchase of 
292,000 shares at 50 cents a share. 
Baur purchased the stock and later 
acquired 40,000 additional shares on 
the open market at that price. Mur- 
phy contended the purchase price 
was inadequate. 

Judge Davis held the sale was 
fair and that it was the only sug- 
gested method of raising the funds 
necessary for reorganization and 
rehabilitation of the brewery’s busi- 
ness. He also held Murphy had 
made no showing that he had been 
injured or prejudiced in the mat- 
ter,

“Under treaties to be negotiated 
by the mandatory with the Govern- 


'ment of Trans-Jordan and repre- 
| sentatives of the Arabs of Pales- 


tine on the one hand and with the 
Zionist organization on the other 
it would be declared that two sov- 
ereign independent states would 
shortly be established—(1) an Arab 
state consisting of Trans-Jordan 
united with that part of Palestine 
allotted to the Arabs, (2) Jew- 
ish state consisting of that part of 


Palestine allotted to Jews. The man-| 


datory would undertake to support 
any requests for admission to the 
League of Nations made by the 
governments of the Arab and Jew- 
ish states. The treaties would in- 
clude strict guarantees for the pro- 
tection of minorities. Military con- 
ventions would be attached to the 
treaties. 

“A new mandate should be insti- 
tuted to execute the trust of main- 
taining the sanctity of Jerusalem 
and Bethlehem and ensuring free 
and safe access to them for all 
the world. An enclave should be 
demarcated to which this mandate 
should apply, extending from a 
point north of Jerusalem to a point 
south of Bethlehem, and access to 
the sea should be provided by a 
corridor extending from Jerusalem 
to Jaffa. The policy of the Balfour 
declaration would not apply to the 
mandated area. 

Functions of Mandatory. 

“The mandatory should also be 
entrusted with the administration 
of Nazareth and with full powers 
to safeguard the sanctity of the 
waters and shores of Lake Tiberias, 
and similarly with the protection 
of religious endowments and of such 
buildings, monuments and places In 
the Arab and Jewish states as are 
sacred to the Jews and the Arabs 
respectively. 

“The frontier between the Arab 
and Jewish states recommended is 
as follows: Starting from Ras An 
Naqura, it follows the existing 
northern and eastern frontier of 
Palestine to Lake Tiberias and 
crosses the. lake to the outflow of 
the river Jordan, whence it con- 
tinues down the river to a point 
rather north of Beisan.

Temporary Mandate.

In view of the backwardness of 
trans-Jordan, Parliament should be 
asked to make a grant of £2,000,- 
000 (approximately $10,000,000) to 
the Arab state. 

Common Tariff Favored. 

As a part of the proposed treaty 
system, a commercial convention 
should be concluded with a view 
to establishing a common tariff 
over the widest possible range of 
imported articles and to facilitating 
the freest possible interchange of 
goods between the three _ terri- 
tories. 

The rights of all existing civil 
servants, including rights to pen- 
sions or gratuities, should be fully 
honored. 

Agreements entered into by the 
Government of Palestine for the 
development and security of indus- 
tries—that with the Palestine Potash 
Co.—should be taken over and car- 
ried out by the Governments of the 
Arab and the Jewish states. Guar- 
antees to that effect should be 
given in the treaties. The security 
of the power station at Jisr el 
Majami should be similarly guar- 
anteed. 

The treaties should provide that 
if Arab owners of land in the Jew- 
ish state or Jewish owners in the 
Arab state wish to sell their land, 
the Government of the state con- 
cerned should be responsible for 
purchase at a price to be fixed, if 
required, by the mandatory govern- 
ment. 

Possibility of Irrigation. 

An immediate inquiry should be 
undertaken into the possibilities 
of irrigation and development in 
trans-Jordan, the Beersheba district 
and the Jordan Valley. If it be- 
comes clear that a substantial 
amount of land conld be made 
available for the resettlement or 
Arabs living in the Jewish area, 
strenuous efforts should be made 
to obtain an agreement, in the 
interests of both parties  con- 
cerned, for an exchange of land and 
population. To facilitate such an 
agreement the United Kingdom 
Parliament should be asked to 
make a grant to meet the cost of 
the necessary development scheme. 

For the transition period which 
would intervene before the treaties 
came into force, the commission’s 
recommendations are as_ follows: 
Land purchased by Jews within the 
Arab area or by Arabs within the 
Jewish area should be prohibited. 
No Jewish immigration into the 
Arab area should be permitted. The 
volume of Jewish immigration 
should be determined by the eco- 
nomic absorptive capacity of Pal- 
estine less the Arab area.

WAGE, HOUR BILL 
CHANGE APPROVED 
BY COMMITTEE 


‘Senators Set Minimum 
Pay at 40 Cents an 
Hour and Work Week at 
40 Hours.

| WASHINGTON, July 8. — The 


‘Senate Labor Committee approved 
an amended Black-Connery wage 
and hour bill today. The amend- 
ments would permit an administra- 


tive board to fix minimum wages 
no higher than 40 cents an hour

'less than 40 hours. 
| The committee voted to strike

hours above the level at which col- 
lective bargaining was deemed in- 
adequate. The original Administra- 
tion bill would have defined a min- 
imum “non-oppressive” wage and a 
maximum “non-oppressive” work 
week but the Labor Standards 
Board would have been directed to 
vary these upward or downward to 
meet special conditions. 

The new bill would not exempt 
any industry on account of size.

64 MORE EXECUTED 
IN SOVIET FAR EAST 


Manager of Tass, Official News Agency, and 


Assistant Arrested as “Trotskyist 


Wreckers.” 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, July 8.—A consular 
report from Khabarovsk, Siberia, 
to the Japanese embassy here to- 
day said 64 more alleged wreckers 
of Soviet railways had been exe- 
cuted at Svobodny in the Far East. 

A total of 274 executions are 
now known to have taken place in 
Soviet Russia’s spy hunt, 153 of 
them in the Far East. 

The report was based on a brief 
dispatch printed July 4, in the 
Khabarovsk newspaper Pacific 
Ocean Star, which has not yet 
reached Moscow. 

The 217 executions at Svobodny 
and Khabarovsk have been an- 
nounced only in this newspaper and 
always under the small, one-word 
headline of “Chronicle.” 

The charges against the 64 re- 
cently executed are similar to the 
accusations against previous groups 
—the alleged wrecking of Soviet 
Far East railways under foreign 
intelligence orders,

| well-known to foreign diplomats 


and newspaper men, and other Tass 
executives, particularly in _ the 
Sverdlovsk bureau, as “public ene- 
mies, carrying out the dictates of 
their accomplices.” They were able 
to achieve their purpose. said the 
paper, by judicious editing and se- 
lection of news. 
Damaging Facts Suppressed. 

What is more interesting is the 
description of conditions in the 
Sverdlovsk office, which. if preva- 
lent elsewhere, throw considerable 
light on recent events. Editors and 
saboteurs were said to have operat- 
ed on the principle of suppressing 
critical material, exaggerating fa- 
vorable news and not permitting 
the publication of any damaging 
information which would reflect on 
local politicians. The reporting of 
industrial conditions was possible 
only with the permission of man- 
agers. of plants, who had reason to 
fear publicity. 

Although it was known that one- 
half of the horses in the Sverdlovsk 
region had been killed maliciously, 
the paper continued, Tass did not 
report it at all, preferring to mo- 
nopolize newspaper space with ad- 
vertisements of Spanish oranges 
and the charms of spring in the 
Urals. 


Source of Government Trouble. 

Many of the present difficulties 
of the Soviet Governmens are be- 
lieved to be due to the non-co-op- 
eration, Sabotage or failure, either 
willful or negligent, of provincial 
politicians to submit accurate in- 
formation to Moscow. The news- 
papers often report’ fanciful 
achievements of industries or col- 
lective farms, only to he corrected 
cater on the discovery that “Trot- 
skyist and Bukharinist enemies” or 
ordinary bureaucrats had misled 
the central authorities.

$. BUTTER BUYERS! 
ENTITIES CONCEALED 


Three Men Meet Periodically 
and Decide Program— 
No Advance Tips. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 8. — Three 
men whose identities are concealed 
rule the Government’s butter pur- 
chasing program. 

Attempts have been made, with- 
out success, to discover what the 
three believe to be the minimum 
level to which butter prices should 
go. The three meet in Washinng- 
ton periodically, supplied with re- 


ports from their own field men, 
several private concerns, market 
observers and Agriculture Depart- 
ment statisticians, and = decide 
whether the Government will pur- 
chase butter. 

Dr. E. W. Gaumnitz, chief of the 
Agriculture Department’s Dairy 
Section, says Federal purchases ac- 
complish two things: They pro- 
vide butter for relief clients, to 
whom it is distributed through the 
Surplus Commodities Corporation; 
and they aid in stabilizing the price 
of butter by removing surpluses 
from the markets. 

Orders Sent in Code. 

When the Government experts 
decide to buy, the order usually 
is sent in code to the Government's 
agent, the Dairy and Poultry Co- 
operative. Purchases are made 
either on Chicago or New York 
markets. The bulk of the buying 
is done this way, although in some 
instances the Government asks for 
bids. 

Efforts are made to negotiate 
purchases as near as possible to 
areas producing surpluses. 

Under the agreement with the 
co-operative, the Government 
agrees to take all the butter pur- 
chases on its order but under con- 
ditions specified by the Secretary 
of Agriculture. A fee of .18 cent a 
pound is paid the co-operative as 
agent, but the latter must store the 
butter until the Government is 
ready to distribute it. 

There never is advanced informa- 
tion on what the Government in- 
tends to do in the butter market, 
says Dr. Gaumnitz, though futile 
efforts have been made to influence 
the purchase program. 

Despite the magnitude of its pur- 
chases (the Government bought 
about 2,500,000 pounds of butter in 
May and June at 30 and 31 cents a 
pound) there is none in storage 
now. It has been distributed to re- 
lief recipients. 

400,000 Pounds in Day. 


Recently the Government made 
its biggest single purchase, 400,000 
pounds in one day. A few weeks 
ago after Government . purchases, 
some trade papers and market op- 
erators accusea the three Govern- 
mént experts of paying too much 
for their butter. Dr. Gaumnitz says 
most of the producers thought the

penditures for rural government have 

grown enormously as a result of an in- 
crease in the number and intensity of gov- 
ernmental services which society today is 
demanding. Nevertheless, the organization 
and geographical distribution of rural gov- 
ernmental authority is a survival of the nine- 
teenth century, when conditions were vast- 
ly different. 

A provincialism dominated the economic 
and social outlook of the times. The few 
governmental services which the nineteenth 
century society required were simple and 
inexpensive. Consequently, a system of gov- 
ernment which intrusted governmental pow- 
ers to counties and district governments 
within each county was well suited to the 
needs of the times. 

Missourians are governed locally by no 
fewer than 11,626 independent taxing units— 
of which 10,517 are directly concerned with 
“rural” affairs. There are 9211 school gov- 
ernments, 847 special road districts, 345 or- 
ganized townships and 114 counties. The 
counties are the oldest and largest local 
rural agencies in Missouri, but, as basic units 
of administration, their authority is shared 
by an average of 100 or more lesser subdi- 
visions, existing and operating independently 
within county boundaries. 

Schools and roads constitute about three- 
fourths of the expenditures for rural affairs 
and yet the administration of these functions 
is decentralized among thousands of local 
boards. Larger states, as Texas and Cali- 
fornia, do not have as many taxing jurisdic- 
tions as are found within Missouri.

To analyze some of these problems of or- 
Fanization and finance, two groups of coun- 
ties were selected, four counties in North- 
ern Missouri and five in the Southern half 
of the State. 

An analysis of their governmental structure 
reveals that it is very similar in both county 
groups and typical of Missouri generally. In 
each group there are over 300 school govern- 
ments and numerous road governments. 
None of these counties has township or- 
ganization, although several operated under 
this system at one time. In the Northern 
counties there is one taxing unit for every 
156 persons. In the Ozark group this figure 
was 140. 

Viewed from the standpoint of their eco- 
nomic positions, the two groups of counties 
offer a sharp contrast. The Northern coun- 
ties are comparatively densely populated and 
have an agricultural production of high 
value. They may be characterized as well- 
to-do. 

The Ozark counties, however, furnish a 
complete antjthesis and are a low-income 
group. Physiographically, they are poor 
areas, are sparsely populated, have a low 
productivity and have a heavier relief bur- 
den than the’ Northern counties. 

As a result of their economic position, the 
five Ozark counties have about one-fifth the 
taxable wealth of the Northern group. Con- 
sequently, in order to raise sufficient reve- 
nues to carry on their operations, they levy 
the highest of tax rates. Tax delinquencies 
are largest in the Southern group, and this 
group 1s very heavily subsidized by State 


aid, compared to the Northern group. 

Although the aggregate bonded indebted- 
ness of the former was less than the North- 
ern counties, it constituted a heavier bur- 
den upon their tax resources. Also, some 
of the Southern counties possess floating 
debts which are several times in excess of 
the Northern group. 

The expenditures for government services 
—in total and per capita—in the latter re- 
gion are about twice as much as in the 
Ozark area, for the Southern counties are 
severely limited in their activities because 
of their meager financial] resources. Schools 
and roads constitute about three-fourths of 
the total expenditures in both county groups. 

In. the Northern counties, the mandatory 
and fixed charges of general administration 
claimed a larger proportion of the total rev- 
enues than in the Northern group. Conse- 
quently, smaller funds were available for the 
more discretionary functions of rural gov- 
ernment, as charities, roads and health. 
The extent and quality of governmental 
services in the Southern counties was much 
lower than in the more prosperous group.

Change in the organization and geograph- 
ical distribution of local rural government 
is both necessary and inevitable. Increased 
costs, which are with us to stay, demand 
that government shal) be performed in an 
efficient and businesslike manner. Just as 
environmental conditidns of the eighteenth 
century recast American local government 
from English patterns, modern circum- 
stances will eventually reshape local imsti- 
tutions to enable them to function effectively 
in the twentieth century. 

The first expedient usually suggested as 
a means of improving local rural] govern- 
ment is county consolidation. Yet the lat- 
ter is neither a necessary nor practical pro- 
gram, for as long as three-fourths of the cost 
of rural government goes for schools and 
roads, which are administered by thousands 
of independent taxing units, emphasis 
should be placed upon the elimination of the 
lesser units of government. Schools and 
roads should be administered on a county- 
wide basis. 

Furthermore, almost insurmountable ob- 
Stacles stand in the path of the realization 
of a program of county consolidation. The 
future of rural government in Missouri lies 
primarly in a readjustment of the admin- 
istration of these two primary functions— 
schools and roads. 

Counties in the Northern and Western por- 
tions of the State are, generally, very able 
financially. In Southern Missouri, an im- 
provement in revenues is necessary if an 
improvement in services is to be realized 
to any considerable degree.

with whom one allies one’s self, pro- | 


vided that one keeps one’s objec- 
tive clearly in mind. The thing to 
do is to continue to organize class 
discontent and to prevent the Stal- 
inists, who, they claim, are merely 
stooges of Moscow, from gaining 
control of it. 

The transference of a Russian 
ideological struggle to other shores 
is one of the greatest hindrances 
to an intelligent, realistic labor or- 
ganization and policy in political 
democracies, and is a vigorous 
breeder of vigilanteism. The Ameri- 
can worker is being asked to en- 
list himself in movements which 
are alibis for something never open- 
ly stated, for policies which are 
made with a continual eye on far- 
distant events in Russia, Germany 
and Spain. He is not asked to join 
“Communists” of either coloration. 
He is asked to join “progressives” 
or “liberals.” 

And if he happens to think that 
neither Trotsky nor Stalin is a lib- 
eral or holds the key to policies 
which will give organized labor 
its happiest position in the Ameri- 
can democracy, he is branded as a 
“Fascist.” 

. . . 


Yet the whole Popular Front 
movement is nothing but an adjust- 
ment which the Russian Govern- 
ment has made to its own peculiar 
international situation. Until Hit- 

came into power, the interna- 
policy of the Russian Gov- 
‘rament under Stalin was what is 
now called Trotskyist. It vigorous- 


‘ 


ly opposed the collaboration of 
American, French or British Com- 
munists with any “progressive” or 
“liberal” factions. 


In Germany, for instance, it op- 
posed collaboration with the mid- 
dle-of-the-road parties to defeat 
Hitler for President, in behalf of 
Hindenburg. 


The fear of a German conquest 
led the Communist Internationa!, 
dominated by Russia, radically to 
reverse itself. Now, Russia felt that 
she needed help from the demo- 
cratic-capitalistic countries. There- 
fore, she joined the League of Na: 
tions, made overtures to France, 
adopted a fake “democratic” consti- 
tution and instructed her yes-men 
in all countries to urge the Popular 
Front. 


As a result, Mr. Browder be- 
came a “liberal,” and began talking 
in a way which two years earlier 
would have caused him to be read 
out of the Communist party. And 
Trotsky, the exiled international 
and permanent revolutionary, was 
forced by sheer logic to embark on 
a totally nihilistic policy of opposi- 
tion in the hope of saving, or re- 
starting, the Bolshevist revolution.

There were even Communists who 
supported Mr. Hitler, in the belief 
that Fascism would only pave tlie 
way for Communism—just as here 
they blithely support the New Deal 
with the same utterly idiotic idea 
in mind. For nothing paves the 
way for Communism. Communistic 
agitation on a large enough scale 
paves the way for despotism — 
whether the Communists think they 
win or know they lose.

But the complete volte-face which 
Russia has made since Hitler could 
hardly be accomplished without 
enormous internal differences @of 
opinion. About these differences we 
know almost nothing, because dif- 
ferences of opinion about funda- 
mental policy express themselves be- 
hind closed doors in Russia, in in- 
ner party councils. 


There must have been immense 
differences of opinion in the Rus- 
sian army—as there are in the Ger- 
man—since for years the 
armies had collaborated in a most 
intimate way. We may take it that 
those differences have not died 
down: that the prospect of a pos- 
sible victory for Franco in Spain, of 


the possible loss of any British or | 


French support in the event of a 
war with Germany confined to East- 
ern Europe, seriously dismays the 
Red army leaders. And, under des- 
potisms, all differences of opinion 
which seek translation into action 
must, of necessity, take the form of 
conspiracy. 
* - * 


But anyone who has followed the 
history of Russian foreign policy 
will be extremely chary of making 
predictions. More than once has 
Stalin removed his political oppo- 
nents only to put their policies into 
effect. Thus, in 1927, he removed 
Trotsky, and promptly out-Trot- 
skied Trotsky in _ collectivizing 
farms. He has manipulated the 
Comintern into the most diametri- 
cally opposite direction. And if, to- 
morrow, he should come to an 
agreement with the Germans, relin- 
quishing parts of Russia to them 
in return for peace, this column 
would find it not at all surprising.

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DATA SOUGHT ON EARLY 
UFEOF AF. BANDELER 


Museum of New Mexico to 
Honor Highland, Ill., Man 
Who Studied Indians. 


The Museum of New Mexico has 
Sent a representative to Highland, 
Ill., to search for data on the boy- 
hood life of a little-known man 
who went out of the Middlewest to 
distinguish himself as a scholar by 
exploding most of the romantic 
theories on the real life of the 
American Indians. 

The man was Adolphus Francis 
Bandelier—itinerant scientist who 
trudged on foot mor than 10,000 
miles among the Indians of South- 
western United States, Mexico and 
South America. Bandelier died in 
Spain in 1914 while investigating 
colonial documents for Carnegie In- 
statute—a last phase of his tireless 
search for the _ historical truth 
about the primitive peoples of the 
American continents. 

He has been described as one of 
the greatest scholars ‘ver produced 
by the Middlewest—and one of the 
least known. 
ered of great historical value by 


the Peabody Institute of Harvard, | 


Carnegie Institute and the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History, 
organizations which sponsored 
most of his research. 

Anniversary to Be Celebrated. 

A national monument has been 
set aside to him in New Mexico— 
at the scene of one of his Indian 
excavations. The State of New 
Mexico will celebrate in 1940 the 
anniversary of his birth, Museum 
Director Edgar Hewett sent Prof. 
E. F. Goad to Highland and other 
Middlewestern points where Bande- 
lier spent his childhood. Prof. 
Goad is to prepare a biography 
of the scientist and is searching 
for persons with knov.edge of his 
early life. baadelier’s parents 
brought him tc Highland in 1848. 
They emigrated from Switzerland. 
His interest in the Indians was 
fired when he returned to Europe 
to study. He returned to America 
to devote the rest of his life to 
that interest. 

Bandelier learned Indian lan- 
guages of which there are more 
than 100. He lived among tribes- 
men from New Mexico to South 
America. The Indians accepted 
him. He studied the Incas, the 
Mexican tribes and those in New 
Mexico. He determined that all 
Indians—stretched from Northern 
Canada tothe southern tip of South 
America—were members of one 
race.

He Upset Old Theories. 


Bandelier cited Indian culture as 


proof that a primitive people will 
find their own enlightenment. He 
scoffed at the old theory that peo- 
ple from Europe or the Orient came 
to America and planted the seeds of 
the Indian cultures. Among the 
accomplishments of the race before 
white men discovered the American 
continents were— 

The building of pueblos along de- 
signs still used by architects. One 
of these contained 800 rooms and 
has been called the first apartment 
house in America, and the largest 
until About 1800. It was built first 
in the fifth century after Christ. 

The development 
Communist society, where the good 
of the group was supreme and in- 
dividuality was almost blotted out. 
This discovery exploded a romantic 
theory of previous so-called Indian 
experts that the Indians were ruled 
by powerful chiefs, kings and 
princes. 

Learned How to Irrigate. 

The tribes developed corn from 
some wild plant. They learned how 
to irrigate barren soil. They made 
cotton cloth, pottery and weapons 
of astonishing excellence. All this 
they did before the arrival of the 
Spanish in America. 

Bandelier was largely responsible 
for this new and scientific picture 
of the Indians—to replace the 
fictitious novels of “wild redskin” 
import. 

Director Hewett of the museum 
of New Mexico issued an appeal 
today to all persons who have 
knowledge of Bandelier to communi- 
cate with him or with Prof. Goad. 
Bandelier’s widow, Fanny, turneji 
over his official papers to the 
museum before her death in 1936 
at Fisk University in Nashville, 
Tenn. 

Director Hewett said: “This plea 
for the assembling of all Bandel- 
jieriana is of especial importance 
at this time on account of the ap- 
proaching celebration of the centen- 
nial anniversary of his birth.” Much 
of the material must come from the 
Middlewestern communities where 
Bandelier was reared.

found on the Island of Malta. It 
consisted in an infection due to 
the use of infected goat’s milk. The 
symptoms were a long drawn out 
fever, which might last as long as 
a year or more. 

It was a surprise to public health 
officials when this disease was 
discovered in the United States, be- 
cause it was supposed that it could 
only be obtained from goat’s milk, 
and this is a rare commodity in 
this country. But it has since been 
learned that the disease can infect 
cows, and that when this fever gets 
into the cow’s body, the germ will 
be excreted and appear in the milk. 
It is not surprising that the largest 
number of cases should be foundin 
dairymen and in employes in pack- 
ing houses. 

The cases at first reported in 
this country were of the acute or 
sub-acute character. They resem- 
bled a mild case of typhoid fever, 
though with a much more pro- 
longed period of fever than is usual 
in typhoid. 

Lately we have had a report 
which suggests that a good many 
people have these undulant fever 
germs in their systems and that 
they produce a mild and chronioe 
form of ill health. In a report be- 
fore the American College of Phy- 
sicians last month, this chronie 
brucelle infection was discussed. 
Reports on a number of patients 
who had been ailing for a long 
time and who had received differ- 
ent sorts of treatment, showed that 
they gave evidence of this sort of 
infection. 

In order to find out how common 
it» was, a large group of school 
children was examined, and it was 
found that about 7 per cent of them 
gave evidence of chronic brucelle 
infection. This group, when their 
records were examined, was nota- 
ble for the fact of frequent ab- 
sences from school and a general 
condition of being physically under 
par. In a large number of cases 
also it was found that they were 
in the habit of drinking raw rath- 
er than pasteurized milk. 

If these conclusions are accept- 


| ed, we have a public health prob- 
| lem of considerable importance on 


our hands. The condition can be 
avoided by the use of certiried or 
pasteurized milk.

| Mustard Peps Up 
: Flagging Appetites 


Every season has a characteristic 
food ‘smell. In the fall there is the 
sweet-sour scent of pickling, in the 
winter the rich fragrance of spice 


cakes and plum puddings. Spring 
coaxes the appetite with young 
fruits and vegetables and summer 
stirs the salivary glands, despite all 
record temperatures, with the tan- 
talizing tang of mustard. 

The summer pouplarity of mus- 
tard is well founded. It compli- 
'ments most of the seasonal foods— 
_the smoked meats such as ham, and 
‘the hot dogs and the fish and 
cheese which are the backbone of 
the roadside trade and repeaters on 
ithe family table as well. Besides 
this fine blending of tastes, mustard 
has a keen appetizing odor which 
makes us hungry in spite of our- 
selves. 

Some families prefer a mustard 
spread that is freshly prepared be- 
fore each use. Dry mustard is 
mixed to a thin paste either with 
cold water or with mild vinegar. As 
the flavor and piquancy of this mix 
are at their best after a half hour’s 
standing it should be made in ad- 
vance. 

Prepared mustards, which are 
those already mixed and blended 
with other spices, are most com- 
monly used for condiment purposes, 
However these mustards can be 
used admirably to season foods 
during the cooking as well as a 
spread on cooked dishes.
